SUBJECT: DEFENSE MINISTER RESIGNS IN WAKE OF ARMS SALE SCANDAL 
REF: VIENNA 0701 

1 . BEGIN SUMMARY: DEFENSE MINISTER LUETGENDORF RESIGNED 
"VOLUNTARILY" ON MAY 30 FOR WHAT HE TERMED BEST INTERESTS OF 
AUSTRIA AND ITS DEFENSE EFFORT. RESIGNATION CAME IN WAKE OF 
REPORT BY PARLIAMENTARY INVESTIGATORY COMMITTEE CITING 
LUETGENDORF FOR WITHOLDING INFORMATION FROM CHANCELLOR AND 
PARLIAMENT WHEN CONTROVERSIAL ARMS-AMMO SALES TO SYRIA FIRST 
BECAME PUBLIC KNOWLEDGE IN LATE 1976. CHANCELLOR WILL MEET 
THIS WEEK WITH SOCIALIST PARTY LEADERSHIP TO SELECT SUCCESSOR 
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WHO, ACCORDING TO MOST INDICATIONS, WILL BE INTERIOR 
MINISTER ROESCH. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN LONG ANTICIPATED MOVE, DEFENSE MINISTER LUETGENDORF 
RESIGNED ON MAY 30 IN WAKE OF FARILY CRITICAL PARLIAMENTARY 
REPORT PUBLISHED LAST WEEK CENSURING HIM FOR BEING 

LESS THAN CANDID IN HIS INITIAL REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON 
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HIS INVOLVEMENT IN AND KNOWLEDGE OF A QUESTIONABLE 
ARMS-AMMO DEAL WITH SYRIA (REFTEL). PARLIAMENTARY 
COMMITTEE S REPORT, WHICH WAS ADOPTED BY UNANIMOUS VOTE, 
ABSOLVED LUETGENDORF OF ANY VIOLATION OF AUSTRIAN LAW 
IN PROMOTING EXPORT OF 600 SPORTING RIFLES AND ABOUT 
400,000 ROUNDS OF AMMO TO SYRIA BUT NOTED THAT ACCOUNT 
OF TRANSACTION WHICH LUETGENDORF GAVE CHANCELLOR 
EARLY IN 1977 "DID NOT REFLECT FULL EXTENT OF HIS 
KNOWLEDGE AND INFORMATION". IN SETTING OUT FACTUAL 
SITUATION OF TRANSACTION, REPORT INDICATED THAT LUETGENDORF 
HAD INACCURATELY STATED THAT AMMO WAS FOR SHIPMENT TO 
TUNISIA WHEN IN FACT HE KNEW, AS HE ADMITTED UNDER 
QUESTIONING BY COMMITTEE, THAT IT WAS DESTINED FOR SYRIA. 

3. AFTER SUBMITTING HIS RESIGNATION, LUEGENDORF MET 
WITH PRESS AND REAFFIRMED HIS INNOCENCE OF ANY CRIMINAL 
ACTION AND REPEATED HIS OFT-MADE CHARGE THAT HE WAS 
VICTIM OF GENERAL CAMPAIGN WHICH MASS MEDIA HAD WAGED 
AGAINST HIM. HE ADDED HE DID NOT FEEL GUILTY ON ALL 
POINTS RAISED IN PARLIAMENTARY REPORT BUT DID ADMIT THAT 
HE HAD ACTED IN "PERHAPS UNWISE FASHION" ON ONE OR 
ANOTHER OCCASION. CHANCELLOR, IN COMMENT TO PRESS ON 
SAME DAY, STATED THAT LUETGENDORF HAD ACTED IN "HIGHLY 
UNWISE FASHION" IN ENTIRE MATTER AND THAT HE SHOULD HAVE 
TOLD PARLIAMENT FULL STORY INITIALLY. 

4. INTERIOR MINISTER ROESCH, WHO HAS SOLID SOCIALIST 
CREDENTIALS AND WHO SERVED AS STATE SECRETARY IN DEFENSE 
MINISTRY DURING PERIOD 1959-66, APPEARS TO BE KREISKY'S 
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CHOICE AS NEXT DEFENSE MINISTER. SOCIALIST PARTY 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE WILL MEET THIS WEEK TO APPROVE 
KREISKY'S SELECTION AND ROESCH WILL PROBABLY BE SWORN 
IN NEXT WEEK. SOCIALIST PARTY SECRETARIES MARSCH AND 
BLECHA AND TYROLIAN DEPUTY GOVERNOR SALCHER 
HAVE BEEN MENTIONED AS LEADING CANDIDATES FOR POSITION 
OF NEXT INTERIOR MINISTER. 

5. COMMENT: LUETGENDORF’S DISMISSAL CAME ABOUT LARGELY 
THROUGH AGGRESSIVE INVESTIGATORY EFFORT BY AUSTRIAN 
NON-SOCIALIST MEDIA WHICH REPEATEDLY PRINTED LEAKED 
MATERIAL FROM OFFICIAL SOURCES HIGHLY EMBARRASSING TO 
DEFENSE MINISTER. IT WAS THIS MATERIAL WHICH ALERTED 
GENERAL PUBLIC TO SUBJECT AND WHICH EVENTUALLY PROMPTED 
ESTABLISHMENT OF SPECIAL PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE TO 
CONDUCT INVESTIGATION. OVERWHELMING MAJORITY OF 
AUSTRIANS. INCLUDING MOST RANK AND FILE SOCIALISTS, 

FEEL LUETGENDORF'S POOR JUDGMENT AND BY 
IMPLICATION, MISMANAGEMENT OF DEFENSE MINISTRY, WERE 
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RESPONSIBLE FOR HIS POLITICAL DEMISE. HOWEVER, SOME 
SOCIALIT QUARTERS ARE OF VIEWPOINT THAT LUETGENDORF 
FELL VICTIM TO CALCULATED CONSPIRACY TO KEEP AUSTRIA OUT 
OF LUCRATIVE ARMS SALES BUSINESS IN MIDDLE EAST SINCE 
CONTROVERSIAL SALE TO SYRIA WAS VIEWED AS OPENING OF 
MARKET FOR AUSTRIA. IN THIS CONNECTION, ONE SOCIALIST 
PAPER HAS SUGGESTED THAT INTELLIGENCE SERVICES OF LARGE 
WESTERN AND OF SMALL POWER IN MIDDLE EAST (READ ISRAEL) 

WERE BEHIND ENTIRE SCANDAL AND THAT IN HELPING TO UNCOVER 
MATTER. STATES IN QUESTION WERE PURSUING THEIR OWN 
ECONOMIC AND MILITARY INTERESTS. FOREGOING EXPLANATION 
SERVES PURPOSE OF DEFLECTING ATTENTION FROM GOA'S OWN 
LACK OF CLEAR AND CLOSELY REGULATED ARMS SALES POLICY 
AND OF LUETGENDORF'S EXTRAORDINARY POOR JUDGMENT IN 
BECOMING PERSONALLY SO HEAVILY INVOLVED IN ARMS 
TRANSACTIONS OF QUESTIONABLE NATURE TO AREA OF CONFLICT. MEEHAN 
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
